IS PROFITABLE 


MEANS SAVING OF CORN IN 


PUTTING THE POUNDS ON

Eighty-three and a half per cen 


of the'cost of producing a hog is feed 
that is consumed, according to data 
recently obtained by the farm man- 
agement department at Illinois Uni- 
versity. Thin is a much higher per- 
centage for feed than is the case 
with dairy cattle or beef cattle. S< 
the biggest problem -that we have in 
pork 
production is to handle our 


feeds in such a .way that they return 
the maximum amount of grain. Es- 
pecially during wartimes, when in- 
creased production of food necessi- 
ties is so vital to our success, is 
imperative that we make the mos' 
economical use possible of the feeds 
utilized for hogs. 
We must study 


to produce 100 pounds of pork with 
tile smallest possible amount of feed 


The biggest opportunity for feec 


ecvwioniy is in using balanced rations 
TA'e have talked balanced rations for 
a itong time and-yet no question has 
becM asked us more frequently this 
sunimer: "Does it pay to feed high- 
priced tankage, or other protein sup- 
plennents to hogs?" 


Ordinarily the farmer figures thai 


he is .getting a good pork return from 
corn alone if he ohtains ten pounds 
of gam for each bushel of corn which 
he feeids. This means that the farm- 
er who jfeeds corn alone calculates on 
feeding 560 pounds of corn for ev- 
ery lOflf pounds of gain made by his 
hogs. 
Experimental work made at 


the various stations show that the 
farmer is about right in this esti- 
mate. 1C the hogs were given an op- 
portunity to eat what tankage 
they 


want witii the self-feeder along w 
.the corn, they -will'consume about 
thirty pounds of tankage and 400 
pounds of shelled corn for each 100 
pounds increase in weight. 


How Corn is Saved. 


This means that there is a saving 


of 160 pounds of corn from feeding 
thirty pounds of 60 per cenfstankage, 
in comparison to feeding corn alone. 


In September it .cost about $1.50 


to $1.55 a bushel for corn, or $55 a 
ton irnd tankage retailed in small lots 
to fanners at about $110 per ton,, so 
the farmer is paying twice as much 
a pound for tankage as the corn costs 
him, or thirty pounds of tankage 
cost as much as sixty pounds of 
corn. This still leaves a net com 
profit from the buying and feeding of 
tankage amounting to 100 pounds for 
every 100 pounds of pork produced. 
In other words, for every $1 invested 
in tankage the farmer receives about 
$3.50.
